BARBER BEATS BABY— 
GETS SIX MONTHS 


In a sensational scene at the court 
room of Justice of the Peace Ray 
Griffin of Redwood City Tuesday 
afternoon, C. E. Wilson, barber of 
Menlo Park, was found guilty of 
beating his 7-months-old baby 
daughter and was sentenced to six 
months in the county jail last Wed-

Wilson was arrested Tuesday 
morning by Constable Frank Roach, 
after neighbors had heard the baby’s 
screams and had rushed into the Wil- 
son home to find him beating the 
penild with his fists while his wife, 

Lillian Wilson, fought frantically 
with him to save her baby. 

Constable Roach arrested Wilson 
and protected him from the crowd of 
threatening neighbors and citizens, 
who swore that they would form a 
jlynching party and string him up to 


the nearest tree, 
| In the court of Judge Griffin, 
Wilson pleaded not guilty and de- 


clared that he had only tapped the 
jchild with his fingers. He denied 
that she was bruised until the large 
black and blue spots on her little 
body were displayed to him in 
court. 

After passing sentence on Wilson 
Wednesday morning, Judge Griffin 
warned Constable Reach to get the 
cpeseorer out of the ‘court room 
ipronto before all precedent was 
broken by a judge heating up a de- 
fendant right in his own courtroom.

Every year has seen an increas- 
ing amount of underground cable 
added to the plant of the Bell Sys- 
tem.

This was considered a phenomenal 
gain, but in 1922, just 30 years 
later, two million miles were add- 
ed—one hundred times as much 
as in 1892. Today, more than 66 
per cent of the wire in the Bell 
System is in underground cable, 
comprising more than 26,000,000 
miles. 

These underground cables, upon 
entering the modern central tele 
phone office, pass directly into 
what is known as the cable vaults, 
Like huge, sluggish snakes they 
appear, with gray bodies curving 
upwards toward the ceiling where 
they disappear from view. From 
there they go to. the Terminal 
Room where the cables end and 
the wires are fanncd out to begin 
their twistings and combings on 
their way to the switchboard. 

It would be difficult to imagine 
a modern city with overhead wires; 
in fact, telephone development as 
it is known nowadays would be 
entirely impossible under those 
conditions. It seemed that cities 
had about reached the peint of 
telephone saturation some thirty 
years ago, because of the conges- 
tion of overhead wires, but the

1. Use of terra cotta sewer-pipe or other unpro- 
tected tile or hollow blocks as a chimney. 


= 2. Construction of chimney with bricks laid on| 


edge instead of flat. 

3. Chimney walls built with brick flatwise or only 
one brick thick, and flues unlined. 

4, Supporting chimney on the timber construction 
of a building or upon brackets; or insufficient masonry 
foundation; when the chimney rests on the ground. 

5. Two or more connections to the same flue. 

6. Building woodwork into the wall of a chimney, 
or placing it in contact with, or even in close proximity to, 
its exterior.
